In granting the extradition Governor 


Ftlker said in part: 


"By the petition of Governor Glyna 


«nd the accotupauying papers, it ap- 
pears that the grand jury inquest of the 
touuty of New York 1ms duly returned 
iuto open court a*i kidk-tment ajpi_st 
Mr. Thaw. That is sutlu-itut to "war- 
runt the arreit, arraignment and trial 
of the respondent if he way be found 
within the state 'wherein the indict- 
ment is pending. 
It is, furthermore, 


sufficient to establish that Mr. Thaw is 
—if found in any state or country while 
such indictment is pending—* fugitive 
from juKtii*: 


"The provisions of the 
federal con- 


Rtitution and the acts of government to 
give force and elTeet thereto as con- 
f-trued by the court of laU resort upon 
such matters, limit rat- to the considera- 
tion of the question (1) whether the per- 
son demanded has been substantially 
charged with a crime and (2) whether 
be is a fugitive from justice. Such was 
the decision of the supreme court of 
the United States in the most recent 
case wherein,:i sister state demanded of 
New Hampshire the interstate rendition 
of a person within her border—(Muney 
vs. (.lough. 1% L'. S. 372, decided in 
1903.) In that c<we it was decided by 
a unanimous court that the procwdiiiKH 
in matters of this kind before the gov- 
ernor arc summary in their nature. * 


* The person demanded has no con- 


stitutional right to be heard before the 
governor on cither question and the 
statute provides for none. 
To hold 


otherwise would, in many cases, render 
the constitutional provision, as well aa 
the statute passed to carry it out, whol- 
ly useless. 


"1 have, nevertheless, owing to thu 


urgency of the demands of his counsel- 
men in whose integrity 1 have confi- 
dence, and for whose opinions I en- 
tertain deep respect—given Mr. Thaw 
the fullest possible opportunity for the 
expression of their views. 
With pro- 


found respect, therefore,, I am unable to 
view my duty in the premises as in- 
cluding an investigation of Mr. Thaw's 
mental condition or of the counsel for 
the state of New York, or of the prob- 
able guilt or innocence of the accused." 


Affords Thaw a Remedy. 


Tlie governor said that by the rules of 


practice incxtradition eases, prepared by 
tin1 interstate extradition conference at 
New York in 1887 and adopted by the 
states, a. prisoner in the position of 
Thaw was given "such opportunity to 
sue a writ of habeas corpus a« is pre- 
scribed by tho lawt of this lUte or by 
the federal law." 


"Kuch procedure," he continued, "af- 


fords Mr. Thaw an ample remedy before 
i tribunal having jurisdiction of such 
extraordinary remedies with the power 
:o issue final process for carrying its 
judgments into effect." 


The governor made public an opinion 


from Attorney James U. Tuttle advis- 
ing him to jrant the requisition on the 
ground that "by this course any possi- 
bility of ultimate error is excluded and 
all constitutional rights of tho individ- 
ual and all constitutional obligations of 
the state strictly maintained."

Make a yeast by using one tcaspoonful gait, one small potato 


mashed fine, and enough potato water to make about one pint; take 
two-thirds of a cake of Fleischmann's yeast and let it soak in a little 
lukewarm water until soft; then add to the potato water when cool.

Those two facts are quick- 
ly apparent to one who cither notes her 
direction-of the work in any of the ten 
city schools in'which kindergartens are 
In operation, or listens to Miss Calmer- 
ton's enthusiastic description of some 
phases of the work by which hundreds 
of Fort Wayne little tots each year are 
given their start in the avenues of edu- 
cation.

more carefully planned and no phase of 
school work requires more tact, more, 
skill, more diplomacy or 'more serious 
puqiose if it is to serve the real pur- 
pose for which the kindergarten is de- 
"Signed. 


The preparation of the kindergarten 


teacher in our schools today is rigorous 
""• 


and thorough. 
She must have 'first a 


four years' high school course, and at 
least two years at some kindergarten 
college of recognized standing. 
ICach 


kindergarten has s director and an as- 
sistant, and the requirements of the as- 
sistant are the same as-those for direc- 
tors with the single exception of experi- 
ence. Every director must work as an 
assistant before being eligible to ap- 
pointment as a director. 


Kindergarten a Science. 


"Kindergarten training is as much a 


science as is domestic, science, domestic 
art or manual training.'' said Miss Cal 
mcrton, resuming tlu thread of her nar- 
rative. "'Busy work' with kindergarten 
material docs not make a kindergarten 
any more than cooking materials in the 
bandit of an unskilled teacher make a 
domestic science 
department 
Tool?, 


hammer and nnils in the hands of a boyj 
who 'loves to work with tools' arc not 
sufficient to constitute him a nuuuml 
training teacher to be plnred over others 
to direct their work. Which is the more 
important, that a piece of wood should 
be blocked out according to some sys- 
tem, or that n child's ideas should "be 
carefully formed? 


Training Is Imperative. 


"5-o a love for children no longer takes 


the place of scientific training for the 
kindergarten teacher. The word 'kin- 
dergarten' is too carelessly used. In the 
good state normals of the country the 
kindergarten course ranks with that of 
domestic science in the requirements for 
careful training. 


Tie music*! rtojurwatnta for » kin- 


dergarten teacher count for much. Years 
of time and much money must go into 
the preparation for this line of work. 


"The program of the kindergarten is 


carefully worked out. It is orgaiiized as 
a definite course of study. 
Tile kinder- 


garten has long held tho most advanced 
ideas in child study. The subject mat- 
ter of the kindergarten 
program 
is 


worked out not only in relationships as 
far as material is concerned, but in rela- 
tion to the immediate ne«ds of the child. 


Actual Work Necessary. 


"Xo kindergarten teacher can gradu- 


ate without having had actual work with 
children in her training. Many other col- 
leges give their graduates only the sub- 
ject-matter in theory". The laboratory of 
the; ordinal! college gradual* j» with 


tho subject-matter alone. The laboratory 
in every kindergarten training school 
must include the children as well as the 
material. 
Two semesters in the kinder- 


garten docs not mean a review of work 
in the second term any morq than two 
terms in the grades would mean standing 
still. The work of the kindergarten is 
progressive. 


Psychological Principles. 


"Tho beginnings of many branches arc 


started according to psychological prin- 
ciples in the kindergarten. Rhythmic ex- 
ercises, games and marching, for in- 
stance, prepare for more formal physical 
training in the grades. The illustrative 
drawings in which tho initiative comes 
from the child prepare for the later 


lead to work in literature and language 
Gifts and 
occupations, expression as 


worked out on the sand {able, prepare 
for geography, history 
and language. 


Measuring, counting and combining in 
the kindergarten are the beginnings of 
numbers." 


The illustrations herewith are from the 


kindergartens in the "01 Wayne public 
schools, and they disclose something of 
the range of work covered by this pliase 
of instruction, though they arc of ne- 
cessity incomplete as to giving any ade- 
quate idea of . 11 of it.

Not Responsible for Death of Crowing 


Victims 


Because tha plaintiffs failed to "stop, 


look and listen" before they drove thoir 
automobile on tha tracks, the federal 
judgo at Toledo, before whom the caae 
was triod, rendered a verdict in a $25,- 
000 damage suit for the defendant, tho 
Pennsylvania company. July 28, 1010, a 
Pennsylvania train struck an automo- 
bile on tfle road crossing at Etna Green. 
The machine was occupied by Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles Floring and Mr. and Mrs. 
Melville Brooks and both women were 
killed and ono of the men suffered con- 
cussion of the brain, which threatened to 
be fatal for a week or so.
